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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

1 . The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

2. Claims 1,2,4-6 and 11 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being 
unpatentable over Harwood and further in view of Belliveau (6,331,756). 

1 . Harwood discloses the claimed invention except for the recitation of 
programmatically moving each of the supports in the lighting method. Belliveau 
discloses a method and apparatus with a digital controller for controlling a lighting fixture 
system. Harwood discloses the structural limitations of the lighting method of claims: 

2. Providing a plurality of lights, each one of said lights for producing a light beam; 

• Providing a plurality of movable light supports; 

• Mounting each one of said lights on a corresponding one of said supports; 

• Defining a path to be traversed by said supports and said lights; and, 

• Controllably moving each one of said supports and said lights along said path at 
a selectably variable speed, independently of movement of any other one of said 
supports and said lights along said path, and while energizing said lights to 
produce said light beams. 

• Controllably and moving further comprises positioning each one of said supports 
at a selected Location along said path. 
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• Controllably and moving further comprises moving said supports and said lights 
along said path in a selectably variable direction. 

• Controllably and moving further comprises moving selected ones of said 
supports and said lights along said path. 

• With regards to programmatically movement of the supports, it would have been 
obvious to one of ordinary skill in the art at the time the invention was made to 
implement the programmatically digital lighting system means of Belliveau in the 
invention of Harwood for the purpose of providing a programmed system which 
would move the lighting supports of the lighting system to any pre desired 
settings. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

3. Claims 7-10 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

4. Claims 12-19 are allowed. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject matter: 
The prior art cited does not recite a lighting apparatus a drive mechanism for driving 
each one of said supports and said lights along the track independently of driving of any 
other one of said supports and lights along said path.
